The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Applicants 
have claimed a laundry detergent composition according to claim 1 as set forth above. 
The prior art does not teach a particulate brightener which binds together a fluorescent 
whitener, urea formaldehyde, and cationic polymer, resulting in improved deposition of 
the fluorescent whitener onto fabrics during the wash process. Accordingly, the present 
claims are allowable.
